DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 and 8-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 2-6 and 8-19, the examiner found no reference in 
the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a system comprising means, responsive to detected 
aberrations for correcting aberrations in a first beam, the means including adaptive optical means 
with a phase conjugate amplifier beam-line, for pre-distorting the first beam to correct for 
aberrations, as recited in independent claim 1 . 

4. As per claim 20, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious a system, in combination with recited elements, further comprising a holographic 
element disposed on a primary mirror as recited in independent claim 20.
